To  the   inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Bristol  in  the  county  of 
Grafton  in  said  state,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs. 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  town  house  in 
said  Bristol  on  Tuesday,  the  fourteenth  day  of  March 
next,  at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects  : 

i.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  make  ap- 
propriation of  the  same. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  thought 
necessary  for  the  repairs  of  highways  and  bridges  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  for  the  proper  observance  of  Memorial  day. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  continue  building  state 
road,  and  raise  money  for  the  same. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  town  will  take  relative  to 
the  renewal  of  the  contract  with  the  Bristol  Electric 
Ivight  Co.  which  expires  Apr.  1,  191 1. 

7.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

Union  School    District  No.  2 

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 


Jo  the  citizens  and  patents  residing  in  Union  school  district  : 

A  brief  report  of  matters  of  interest  to  the  district  dur- 
ing the  past  financial  )7ear  is  herewith  submitted  : 

The  schools  in  all  departments  have  been  in  session 
for  thirty-six  weeks. 

Excellent  discipline  has  been  maintained.  The 
teachers  have  devoted  themselves  faithfully  to  their  work 
and  the  pupils  as  a  whole  have  responded  well. 

Several  changes  have  occurred  in  the  corps  of 
teachers.  Miss  Whipple  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  winter 
term.  Miss  Annie  O.  Bickford  of  New  Hampton  was 
then  employed  to  teach  grades  6  and  7  and  continued 
therein  until  the  end  of  the  fall  term  when  ill  health  com- 
pelled her  to  leave  the  position,  whereupon  Miss  A. 
Frances  Blake,  a  graduate  of  the  High  school  in  Newton, 
Mass  ,  was  secured  for  those  grades. 

At  the  end  of  the  summer  term,  Miss  Burpee  and 
Miss  French  resigned.  For  the  High  school,  the  Board 
was  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss  Julia  M. 
Swain,  formerly  a  teacher  in  our  schools  and  who  came  to 
us  after  teaching  several  years  in  the  graded  schools  of 
Littleton,   N.  H. 

For  grades  4  and  5  Miss  Caroline  P.  Fowler  of  Bris- 
tol, a  graduate  of  the  Normal  school  at  Plymouth  was 
employed,  Miss  Taylor  transferring  to  grades  2  and  3. 
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Miss  E.  Belle  Calley  as  principal  and  Miss  Clara  M. 
Ingalls  as  in  the  past  have  continued  their  successful 
work  in  the  grades  in  their  charge. 

Until  the  winter  term  the  health  of  the  scholars  has  ap- 
parently been  excellent,  but  recently  many  have  been  ill 
with  colds,  influenza,  chicken  pox  and  other  ills  which 
are  causing  many  to  remain  away  from  school  and  largely 
increasing  the  non-attendance  list. 

Instruction  in  physical  culture,  physiology  and  hy- 
giene has  been  given  in  all  of  the  schools  and  in  the  con- 
stitution of  New  Hampshire  in  the  upper  grades. 

At  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  the  names  of  the 
pupils  who  had  not  been  vaccinated  were  taken,  and  sub- 
sequently a  list  of  the  same  given  to  the  Board  of  Health 
under  whose  jurisdiction  the  enforcement  of  the  law  falls. 

The  sanitation  of  the  school  buildings  has  been  care- 
fully attended  to. 

The  finances  are  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The 
small  indebtedness  of  the  district  will  probably  be  fully 
paid  during  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  spring  term  the  usual  interesting  annual 
exhibit  of  drawings  and  artistic  work  occurred. 

There  will  be  another  next  spring  and  the  Board  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  all  who  can  do  so  will  make  an  effort 
to  come  in  and  view  the  exhibits. 

Memorial  exercises  are  also  annually  held  to  which 
all  are  very  cordially  invited. 

At  the  end  of  the  spring  term,  on  Friday,  June  17th, 
a  historic  date,  the  first  public  graduation  exercises  of  the 
High  school  occurred  at  the  town  hall  during  the  after- 
noon. The  hall  was  tastily  decorated  under  the  direction 
of  the  freshmen  with  festoons  of  evergreen  and  daisies  and 
school  or  college  pennants.     A  bank  of  flowers  and  ferns 
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adorned  the  front  of  the  stage,  above  which  were  the 
figures  "1910"  made  of  daisies,  while  from  the  center  was 
suspended  a  large  green  bell. 

The  programme  was  excellent  and  the  graduating 
sophomores  acquitted  themselves  very  creditably. 
Diplomas  were  duly  awarded  by  Messrs.  Gilman  and  Wells 
of  the  board. 

The  members  of  the  class  held  a  reception  in  the  even- 
ing, followed  by  music  and  dancing. 

There  are  still  too  many  of  the  pupils  who  fail  to  take 
advantage  of  our  High  school.  Parents  and  children 
should  cooperate  as  much  as  possible  to  the  end  that  the 
pupils  may  take  the  two  years'  course  therein  which  is 
necessarily  of  great  value  to  them.  Probably  at  some 
time  in  the  future  in  the  case  of  poor  children  the  state 
will  arrange  to  pay  a  stated  sum  so  that  one  parent  at 
least  will  not  be  obliged  to  work  out  but  remain  at  home 
so  that  the  child  may  the  longer  attend  school. 

If  we  may  be  pardoned  for  again  calling  attention  to 
the  necessity  of  care  and  cleanliness  of  the  teeth,  on  the 
part  of  the  pupils,  we  desire  to  suggest  that  the  condition 
oi  the  teeth  is  closely  connected  with  adenoids.  It  is 
claimed  that  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  adenoids  at  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital  have  been  cured  by  atten- 
tion to  the  teeth.: 

Knlarged  tonsils  and  glands,  poor  breathing,  and 
curvature  of  the  spine  are  common  causes  of  backward- 
ness. A  large  proportion  of  the  children  who  breath 
through  the  mouth  are  adenoid  cases  and  should  receive 
attention  and  be  properly  treated. 

The  parents  of  our  older  children  should  observe 
them  closely  to  see  what  they  can  do,  what  their  special 
talent  is,  and  assist  them  to  aim  for  that  target. 
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Persons  of  single,  concentrated  purpose  are  the  ones 
who  accomplish  the  great  things  of  the  world.  In  read- 
ing or  studying  the  older  pupils  at  least  should  have  an 
object  and  direct  their  efforts  toward  that. 

We  believe  that  our  schools  compare  very  favorably 
with  others  of  similar  grade  and  that  the  criticism  often 
made  that  our  public  schools  are  not  moral  in  their  train- 
ing is  not  applicable  to  those  of  our  district. 

We  believe  that  our  teachers  are  actuated  by  high 
moral  motives  at  least  and  that  they  seek  to  inculcate  in 
the  lives  of  the  pupils  committed  to  their  care,  truthful- 
ness, honesty,  sobriety,  charity,  and  that  rectitude  of  life 
and  conduct  which  is  based  on  the  essentials  of  the  Chris- 
tian religion. 

In  many  cases,  as  it  should  be  in  all,  these  efforts  are 
supplemented  by  the  most  valuable  influence  of  a  noble 
and  correct  home  life,  also  in  many  cases  by  the  aid  of  the 
churches  without  regard  to  creed  and  by  other  good  in- 
fluences, especially  during  the  formative  period,  so  to 
speak,  of  character. 

We  trust  that  parents  and  all  workers  in  good  causes 
will  feel  it  a  duty  to  cooperate  in  the  moral  uplift  of  our 
scholars  and  in  removing  any  ground  for  criticism  in 
that  regard,  if  any  exists.

Minot-Sleeper  Library 


During  the  past  year  8,602  books  have  been  with- 
drawn from  the  library  for  home  reading  and  1,810  pat- 
rons have  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  the  reading  room,  an 
increase  of  more  than  200  of  the  latter. 

From  the  income  of  the  Day-Jackman  fund  the  read- 
ing room  is  still  supplied  with  a  large  number  of  the  best 
magazines.  This  reading  room  is  especially  attractive  to 
the  young  and  the  large  number  who  spend  their  hours 
there  when  the  library  is  open  attest  their  appreciation  of 
its  privileges  and  is  an  indication  of  the  great  good  this 
department  of  the  library  is  doing. 

The  total  number  of  circulating  books  upon  the 
shelves  is  now  7,644.  A  less  number  of  new  books  have 
been  added  than  usual  the  past  year,  but  a  large  number 
have  been  ordered  which  should  have  been  received  and  up- 
on its  shelves  before  the  writing  of  this  report.  These  will 
without  doubt  be  ready  for  circulation  at  an  early  day.  In 
order  to  secure  a  more  general  circulation  of  the  books 
when  first  offered  to  the  public  the  trustees  have  ordered 
that  no  more  than  two  new  books  shall  be  issued  to  any 
one  person  at  a  time,  no  matter  how  many  cards  may  be 
presented,  and  that  no  new  book  shall  be  retained  by  any 
patron  more  than  one  week.  This  rule  is  to  be  enforced 
during  the  first  three  months  after  the  books  are  first 
offered  to  the  public. 

A  few  of  the  patrons  of  the  library  do  not  seem  to  ap- 
preciate the  value  of  the  books  and  have  allowed  them  to 
be  soiled  or  damaged  to  an  unreasonable  extent  while  in 
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their  care.  The  trustees  have  therefore  instructed  the 
librarian  to  request  payment  for  such  damage  and  to  de- 
cline to  issue  more  books  to  such  patrons  until  the  dam- 
age so  assessed  is  paid.
